TREE AND SHRUB SEEDS. 


We desire to call particular attention to this department. With en- 
larged facilities and an increased assortment, we offer special inducements 
to customers desiring either large or small quantities. The quality of our 
seeds is unsurpassed, as they are selected from the most reliable sources 
and with the greatest care. The rapid and extensive increase of this trade 
and unvarying satisfaction among our patrons convinces us that our efforts 
to please them have been most successful. In answerto many inquiries we 
give a few general suggestions as to the management of Tree Seeds, so that 
any one with a little care may plant with success. 

Fruit Tree Seeds, if not planted in the fall, should be mixed with damp 
sand as soon as received; allowed to swell for a few days, turning them 
over frequently, if they tend to become warm. They should then be ex- 
posed to the frost in shallow pans or boxes, and when thoroughly frozen, 
should be covered from rains, &c., and be either sunk in the ground, or 
placed in some cold situation to prevent thawing till planting time. Ap- 
ple Seed, however, and occasionally Pear Seed succeeds well in favorable 
seasons without previous freezing, though it is liable in this case like most 
of the hard seeded deciduous Trees, not to germinate till the second year 
after planting. 

Peach Seed if obtained in the fall should be spread on the ground in 
thin layers, covered slightly with earth, and left thus all winter. It will 
be opened by the action of the frost, and the kernels should be planted as 
soon as possible after they show signs of sprouting in the spring; they 
sometimes do well if soaked for some hours in hot water and then planted 
at once in late fall, but they are apt then to grow unevenly, and the fail- 
ures will make unsightly gaps. If procured in the winter, they should be 
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cracked with a hammer, and the kernels mixed with muck and sand, placed 
in a moderately warm cellar, being careful to keep them cool enough to 
prevent their growth till planting time. 

Evergreens are the most difficult of propagation, and it is a good plan to 
mix the seed with damp sand when received, which will keep it fresh till 
planting. This, however, isnot necessary. The seed should be sown early 
in well pulverized sandy loam, and covered lightly. Traps should be set 
for mice, and the beds should be covered with lattice, brushwood, corn- 
stalks or netting to shade the young germs which are exceedingly sensitive 
to the hot suns and to keep off birds which not only devour the seeds but 
pick off very young plants. The shading especially is very essential in the 
experiments of inexperienced cultivators. The ground should also be coy- 
ered slightly during the first winter to prevent the frost from throwing out 
the plants. These generally should remain two years in the seed bed before 
being transplantsd. Rare seeds may be sown in pots, pans or shallow 
boxes where they may be more easily cared for. Deciduous Cypress, 
Larch, &c., should be treated as Evergreens. 

Of Deciduous Trees, the American Elm, Silver Maple, and a few others 
ripen their seed in early summer which should be planted immediately and 
will make good plants the same season. Nuts of all kinds, and seeds with 
hard shells such as Honey Locust, Magnolia, &c., should either be planted 
in the fall, or mixed with sand or moss to keep them fresh, and exposed 
to the frost during the winter. With the Locust and Magnolia, however, 
it generally answers equally well to soak them for a few hours in hot or 
boiling water before planting. Seeds of other Deciduous Trees and Shrubs 
should be planted in April or May in drills, and covered from one-quarter 
to half an inch in depth, according to size.
